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ABSTRACT 

This course, designed to be used with sixth-grade 
children who have followed the "MLA Guides in Spanish" beginning with 
the Grade Three Guide, emphasizes the development of reading skills. 
Eleven units are included in the text, each centered about mastery of 
a basic dialogue and related reading exercises. Linguistic concepts 
are developed through analysis and practice afforded by several units 
on the structure of Spanish.
